Governor, in Vetoing Fletcher Bill, 


Sees no Benefit for 


Soldiers 


When Governor Philipp vetoed the 


Fletcher bill providing for an appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 for the settle- 
ment of soldiers and unemployed on 
farm lands in Wisconsin, he once more 
supported his action by claiming the 
legislation was unconstitutional. 


"This bill is clearly-a violation of 


several constitutional provisions," the 
governor declared. "The constitution- 
al limits provide as follows: The state 
shall never contract any debt for 
works of internal improvement or be a 
party in carrying on such work.' The 
clearing of land and other improve- 
ments authorized bv this bill cannot 
be construed otherwise than internal 
improvements. The state is prohibited 
from contracting any debt excepting 
for the purpose of defraying extraor- 
dinary expenditures by the state not 
exceeding in the aggregate $100,000. 


"It is difficult to see wherein the sol- 


dier is given any right under this bill 
not given to every other citizen. Any 
citizen residing anywhere in the Uni- 
ted States, who does not own $300 
worth of agricultural land is just as 
eligible to ttie privileges contained in 
this bill as is the soldier. Anv multi- 
millionaire, it matters not where he 
resides prior to the purchase of the 
land, may take advantage of the pro- 
visions of this bill and acquire pro- 
perty for his summer resort of for 
other purpose and enjoy every right 
and privilege that is granted to the 
soldier. It seems to me that the con- 
clusion is inevitable, that the soldier 
was brought into this bill to give it 
a clear road through the legislature.'

The people of the state of Wiscon- 
sin, represented in senate and assem- 
bly, do enact as follows:

WATCH CREATION OF FLORA 


Botanists Intensely Interested in Na- 


ture's Work on Volcano Island 
- 
In Bombon Lake, Luzon. 


The destruction of vegetation in Is- 


olated regions is a matter of great 
Interest to botanists, who are making 
increasing efforts to observe the cre- 
ation of the new flora taking the place 
of the old. Volcano Island, in Bombon 
lake, Luzon, was chiefly covered by 
grasses and small trees before the 
eruption of the Taal volcano In 1911, 
but the eruption destroyed all plant 
life except some clumps of bamboos 
and a few bananas In the northern 
part of the island. In a report on the 
revegetation W. H. Brown, B. D. Ver- 
rili and H. S. Yates note that in six 
years 29 vascular plants had been re- 
corded, the chief species being a few 
grasses. Of the total, 54 per cent 
were probably introduced by birds, 
about 20 per cent by the wind and 
about 10 per centl>y the water—a dif- 
ferent showing from that of the more 
exposed Island of Krakatoa, in the 
Strait of Sunda, where the chief work 
of birds was small. The growth of 
vegetation in Volcano Island is still 
sparse—a condition attributed to lack 
of proper soil and the ground's small 
amount of water and high proportion 
Of sulphates. 


Began Life in Coalpit 


Sir Joseph Cook the minister of the 


Australian navy and one of the com- 
monwealth's delegates to the peace 
conference, began life in a coalpit in 
Staffordshire, England. While a work- 
ing miner he sought to improve his 
education in every way, and in his 
spare moments in the pit acquired a 
knowledge of shorthand. At the age 
of twenty-five he decided t;o*try his 
luck in Australia and went to New 
South Wales in 1885. 
He obtained 


work in a mine near Sydney and took 
an active interest in promoting the 
welfare of his fellow-workers. 
He 


then became secretary of the local 
miners' union and this proved the step- 
ping-stone to political life. 


French Train Operation Poor. 


The French method of train opera- 


tion differs sharply from the Ameri- 
can. 
In the United States It is cus- 


tomary to move the trains by means 
of the block signal system, under the 
orders of train dispatchers. In France 
the chef de gare, a sort of sublimated 
station agent, is supreme. He is in ab- 
solute charge of all trains that pass 
through his station and of the allot- 
ment of cars within his district. A 
through train having reached his sta- 
tion, it cannot leave without his per- 
mission. This practice brings about 
such a condition that fewer trains' are 
operated over a French double-track 
line than could be handled over an 
American single-track line equipped 
with block signals and dispatchers.

to the surface by means of a great 
after-war industry, known as the sub- 
marine salvaging of sunken cargoes, 
which will be the means of reclaim- 
ing millions of tons of coal, scrap iron 
and other raw products long since 
abandoned as lost. 


The United States is taking the lead 


of all "nations In fostering this great 
industry which grew out of the war, 
when the efficiency Jf the submarine 
as a monster of frightfuluess 
was 


demonstrated. Peace will allow the 
submarine to come into its own js a 
great reclamation agency. 


In Long Island sound there lie a 


million tons of coal, of which, it Us es- 
timated by salvaging experts, at least 
25 per cent is reclaimable at a cost of 
about 25 cents per ton. 
Reclaimed 


coal sells at the market price of $10 
or $12 a ton. 


By means of the salvaging subma- 


rine It Is possible to cover 20 square 
miles of ocean bottom a day In search- 
Ing for sunken hulks. Once a wreck 
is located It will be a simple matter, 
now that the salvaging submarine Is 
as perfect as the torpedoing subma- 
rine, to reclaim 300 tons an hour, and 
to locate' half a dozen ships In as 
many hours. 


Coal All Along Coast 


Along the sound from Bridgeport to 


Norfolk, Conn., 40,000 tons of coal 
were sunk last year alone. 
Similar 


coal wealth awalff a finder all along 
the coast, for, according to marine 
rulings, "findings Is keepings," and the 
finder of the sunken cargo Is the 
owner. 


The reclaiming of wealth given up 


for lost when the boat which carried 
It sank Is to be one of the mos't fer- 
tile fields of production of the recon- 
struction period. 
The perfection of 


the salvaging submarine makes pos- 
sible and practical an enterprise that 
was beyond the scope of the most dar- 
ing nnd doughty divers who sought to 
find sunken cargoes. 


This is illustrated by a comparison 


of the work of the old-time divers 
with the mechanical work of the sal- 
vaging submarine. 
A diver named 


Hooper held the record for Immersion 
when he \\e\jt do\\n 180 feet In 1884 
to reclaim the gold which sank in the 
Alphonso ~\II off the Canary Islands. 


Hooper made 13 different trips to 


the wreck in as many months. 
So 


arduous and fatiguing was the descent 
that he was able to remain only 15 
minutes each time before he signaled 
for the return journey. It took him 
four hours to make the descent, be- 
cause of the necessity of accustoming 
his body by degrees to the Increased 
pressure. The last time he went down 
he became paralyzed and was obliged 
to come up leaving $150,000 in gold 
behind him—which still awaits a find- 
er. In all he brought up $350,000. 


Today 
the 
salvaging 
submarine 


goes down at the rate of a foot a 
second, and the diver can remain a 
month in It if he desires, working an 
eight-hour day or however long hit 
day may be. The materials salvaged 
are pumped to the surface by means 
of a 15-Inch pipe, which will bring up 
300 tons of coal or scrap iron in on 
hour, and place it on the dtck of a 
cargo carrying steamer nearby. An 
entire cargo Is thus salvaged In « few 
hours, and the work of locating and 
salvaging another wreck immediately 
undertaken. 


Works Many Economies. 


In the matter of economy of time 


and money, the saving of the strength 
of the divers and in locating with 
dexterity the whereabouts of sunken 
cargoes, the salvaging-submarine com- 
pares wltb- the old-time method of 
picking up materials from the ocean's 
bed as does a high power motorcar 
with a one-horse shay.

officials, is to hasten the replacement o£ 
the multitude of scrub domestic anim- 
als in the United States with pure-bred 
or high giade stock and also to improve 
ihe quality of pure-breds themselves. 
It has been evolved through long and 
careful observation of the livestock in- 
dustry in this country and after exten- 
sive consultation with specialists and 
breeders. 


Nation's Average Low 


"For many years thiss country has 


contained thousands of the linest speci- 
mens of IHe stock in the world, but 
in spite of that fact the quality and 
productive capacity of the average 
farm herd and flock is still low. For 
instance, the average dairy cow in the 
United Stated yields about 4,000 pounds 
of milk a year, a figure scarcely two- 
thirds the average production in some 
European countries, such as Denmark. 
The United Suites has thousands or 
cows which have milk yields of more 
than 12,000 pound?—double the Danish 
average—but on the other hand it has 
hundreds of thousands T\hich are kept 
for milk and yet yield onli a small 
fraction as much product as the best 
cows, though receiving nearly as much 
feed and care. 


'•The difference in milk yield is due 


in large measure to a difference in 
breeding, but a herd of low produc- 
tion can be improved rapidly by the "use 
of a pure-bred sire from a family of 
high producers.
